BEAIICH FDR .ACCOMPLICES, 


Police of Bruuaela Looking For Msn 
Who Acoompanicd Rubino. 


MESSAGEH TO WORKERS 


Bruascls, Nor. 15.—Rubino, who fired 
three shots at King Laopoul to-dsy, is 
s emsll, bald-hesded msn. with a hefavy 
black mustache. He maintained perfect 
calm during his interrogation by the po¬ 
lice. He informed the police that he 
came from l»D<lon, where he w'ont on a 
futiW search for work. *niere he ob- 
Uiiu-il assistance from the Italian em¬ 
bassy, and WAS temiKirsrily engaged to 
watch ^Ruarchiats. He w’aa dismissed, 
however, ss tbe embassy officials dls- 
coT(Te<l tliat lie symitathised with the 
anarchists. It was then that he bought 
s rcvolstw and 50 cartridges, and came 
to Brussels. -Falling to find work, Rn- 
bluo said be "determined to act,** and 
went to the cathiHlral w*ith the intention 
of sliooting tlie King, but did not fire. 
Then be proceeiled to the line Koyale, 
where ho awaited the cortege. Tbe 
ruj'ul carriage containing the King pass- 
eil before he w'as able to draw bis re¬ 
volver, hence the sbota only hit the car¬ 
nage following. 

In liubino's pockets were found pic¬ 
ture post cards bearing portraits of 
King laeopold. Prince Albert and Prin¬ 
cess Ellaalietli. Tlio prisoner said be 
procuix^d the (‘anls so as to be able ^ 
recognise the members of tbe royal 
family, and expri'aocil the hope that 
others would be more successful than he 
had been. He also said that be did not 
regret his act, and would have fired at 
any monarch, at the King of Italy, as 
readily as the King of the Belgians, be¬ 
cause monarchs are tyranta who cause 
the mbery of their people. Flually he 
d( dared he bated sodaiists Im'ause they 
were friends of the police, and,asserted 
that he bad no aocompUt.’es. 

The police are to-night engaged In 
scouring the anarchist resorts here on 
a searc'h for possible acconipllcea of 
Rubino. One arrest has already been 
made of a noUsI Btdgian aiiarchlut nam¬ 
ed Cbapelle. Many other arrests will 
probably follow. Bcveral persons who 
w'ere near to Rubino (when he fired the 
revolver assert that he was accompanied 
by another man who escaped among the 
crowd. It U thought poMble that this 
party was an accomplice who car^'kpd off 
the revolver which the polU^e have not 
yet round. Rubino. who has a wife and 
child In London, continues to affect a 
profound iudifference as to his fate, 
which cannot be death, sinee the capita! 
punishment has been abolished In Bel- 
ginm.

FIGHTING MAD MULUkU. 


Further Details 4>f Col. Swayne'a En- 
gsgi^miMvt)—Bpeamieifs Awful 
Charge. 


UODBkATffi DRINKINO. 


A dispatch is published In I^udon 
from a i-orresiumdeut with CoL Swsyne's 
forces operating against tho Mad Mul¬ 
lah, as follows: 

After months of ineffective manotuvr- 
Ing, a Siwero enisgement has been 
fought betwt-en the British fon*o under 
Colonel Bwayue and the adhervnu of 
tho Mad Mullah. 

Leaving a strong garrison at Bohotle, 
the field force concentrated early in Oo- 
tober to the northeast of the waterleaa 
desert of the Hand, in readiness to ad¬ 
vance against tho Mullah at Mudug, 
seme 120 nillea in a southwesterly di¬ 
rection. Mudug had been the Mullah’a 
headquarterM all the summer, and thence 
be had sunt out bis raiding portlea, 
w’hich priaclpsUy came into toui-fa with 
ours in tlte valley of the Nogal to the 
norlhcast. 

Uis original idea had been a good one. 
He retireii to Mudug ami strongly forti¬ 
fied the wells by stockailes. with the in¬ 
tention that when Colonel Bwayne’s 
force had crossed the waterless desert 
he would vbe in a strong position, hold¬ 
ing the only water available. Thus the 
British would be obliged to attack him 
at an enormous disadvantage, and in 
case of a reverse wouhl be compelled to 
retire with hardly any water while he 
harassed the retreat with b:s horsemen, 
of w'bom he bid some thoa.tauds. 

Oreumstanoes. however, tende<l to spoil 
his plans. The rains ceased, everything 
dried up, the grass fur miles round 
Modug was famished, there was not 
enough water In the wells for hU forces 
oud live stock, and the British did uot 
advsnea. 

Surprised the Rifle Pits. 

Roports soon reached Col. Bwayne ^ 
showing the result of tho bTriblo heat. 
First came the news th;;t tile Mullah’s 
live stock were dying In thousands. hl» 
loss in ponies iMiug enormous, this di- 
priring him of his greatest safeguard- 
extreme mobility—and also the power of 
raiding. The British troops, ntoreover, 
held all the water north and west. 
Finally, tow’ards the beglnidng of Octo¬ 
ber, It was reported that the Mullah's 
force had scattered and that he himself 
had only a few rifles left with him. 

The euDcentratiou of the British force 
w'ns therefore ordered, and its strength 
had been iuoresaed by the arrival of 300 
men of the 2nd Battalion Ontral Afri- 
<'an Regiment and a contingent of 00 
Sikhs. 

The advance was practically com¬ 
menced on October 4tb. and the opera¬ 
tions were looked forward to with the 
keenest anxiety, It being anticipated 
there would be a chance of an early 
dcelslvo engagement, from which the 
capture of tho Mullah, or at least the | 
final break-up of his force, ‘was to be 
bxpected.

Tlie advance, which was front tbs 
iiorthcnst. and therefore In a south¬ 
westerly dinvtion towards Mudug, was 
rapid and uneventful till the morning 
of the (1th. There, at an early hour, 
and abont ten ndles south of Badele 
Erego, we came on the Mullah’s forces, 
strongly posted in a number of extended 
rifle pits, cleverely chosen, while the 
ImisU terribly hampered our men. 

A Dcsidly Rush. 

The enemy opened a Imt fire, but onr 
force rapidly prepan>d to beat off the 
attack, when aitddcnly a large force of 
siK'armen, numbering 2,000, and making 
u flaokiug rush from the bush, charged 
through our transport, doing lunch dam¬ 
age. There was here fierce hand-to- 
hand fighting, while tlie enemy’s rifle¬ 
men hotly engaged our front, especially 
the right and left flanks. Tlie fighting 
l.TstiMl two and a half hours. 

The enemy, although rcpnlsrd, came on 
with great courage In the face of an 
appalling fire from seme 2,000 of our 
own rifles, four machi&e-gnna and two 
aeven-poundom, all being contlnuonsly 

III action. 

The, corps under Colonel O. E. Phil- 
Him, wlio eommanded on the left, suffer¬ 
ed very severely, hut the regular black 
troops behaved with great courage and 
dash, three companies of the 2n(l King’s 
African R’fles, under Major Plunkett, . 
and two companies of the 0th Klng’a 
African Rifloa, under Major Sharp, In¬ 
flicting heavy loss on the enemy. Col. 
Swayne k^pt his fore* well Jn hand, and 
controlling the advance in person final¬ 
ly drove off the enemy. 

Our force then formed mriba, en¬ 
trenched itself, and eollccted jthe trail- 
I'Port camelr. Those ha<<l been frighten- 
«l away ir. every direction in the dense 
bush, wbirii was so thick that w* were

» A Rare Chance 


Death of LisuL-Col* Qlrardot, One of tha 
. Few Snrvivon. 


Ttiere died a few weeks sfo at Bouth- 
atriptoii. Bngiand, Lleut.-CoL Jokn FtancU 
Ubrardot, aged 79 yuan, ooe of tbe few eur- 
vlvora-nof 4he wrpok of the Mrkenhebd 
troopsbto off Blnoa’s Bay, Cape of Good 
Haps, rebroary 9Sth, lflS2. Ia song, story 
and picture, the bdso i am of tbe soldiers on 
that occasion has been handed down, and 
will, live so long as true copraga and fortl- 
tuds are deem^ worthy of praise. Out of 
tt3b persons OB the- vceoel, most of them 
soldiers, onir 184 wan aaved. 

In effect the records of tbe disaster show 
that the troopa (officers and men), afteP 
assisting as far as possible tbe women, 
eblldren and tovallto* to the boats, muster¬ 
ed on the deck, formed up as tbou^ on 
parade and went down with tbe ship, lliere 
waa no panic; no unseemly action, "no man 
played the coward/: and all the boats got 
safetr away with ga many persona as they 
coulu bold. A few of the eoldiera msnaged 
to keep afloat .by means of piecea of 
wreckage, and ware afterwarda rescued. 
I<leut.-(M> 1 . Uirardot was ood of these, and 
be afterwards served tbrougtaout the 
KafDr war of ISKt-TX 
(■apt. Wright. Who wse also saved, In 
telllug of tbe disaster, said to port: 
"Every maa did aa he waa directed. AH 
received their orders and bad them carried 
out aa if tbe nmx were embarking. Instead 
of going to tbe bottom. There was only 
this differenew-that I never saw any m- 
barkatioo conductad with so little noise 
or confusion. . . . It is gruttfylniLalso 

to find that tbe women and cblldren were 
All saved. Tliey bad been onletly collected 
und«v tbe poop awning, and were got over 
the shlp’a side and pasaad Into tbe boata”

NEW ARMY RBGULATIONa 


Tommy AtUns Will Have More Lelsare 
Time said Recreation. 


According to Rngllsh papers, the war 
ofllce Is about to promulgate a set of regu¬ 
lations wbicb Witt give Tommy Atkins 
mors leisure time and recreation. All roll 
calls, except revHlIe, will be abolished. 
This wUI permit the soldier to stay nut of 
barracks ae late as be likes. At present be 
must, unlMM on leave, be In tbe barrack- 
room by U.ai> Pi m. Soldiers to uniform 
may at preesut smoke In the streets after 
5 p. m. in winter sad 6 p. m. to summer. 
Henceforth they may enjov pipes or cigar- 
ettes to the streets at any time when not 
on duty. No soldier will be emf>loy<^ to 
canteens or regtmgntal Institutes hfld on 
the tenant system. Coal-carrylnr fatigues, 
the moot hated of a soldier's duties, will 
not bs perfomfed by rrirrults or trained sol- 
dIerA If defanlteru are avaltobto It will be 
done by them. If not, arrangements will 
be made with tbe contractors and tbe con- 
sumorA As far as poasIMe Bundsy it to be 
the soldier’s own. Rsrrack and stable In- 
spectloos and any warades but rhnrcb par¬ 
ades wlU cease. Bit laspectlons for trainen 
soldiers and r ecr utf s are to be held but 
seldom. The most popular change will be 
that which directs that the soldier's time 
will bo. TO apportloged that he has at hJs 
dlspoqsl a rertalk definite period of 
ietsnre. This perfsA is not to be brokeg 
Into for fsttguTO or working partlea ex¬ 
cept under otreumaUnees of exceptional 
nraeucy.
